Joint Meeting of Sigma 
Psi and Physical So 
. cieties , 

"The J..umlnous Dlschargo in Rare 
(Uses" was the subject of iin address 
ileliverod by Prof. U. Whiddlngdon ot 
Leeds University before a Joint meet- 
ing of tho Sigma I'sl Society and the 
I'hyslcal Society yesterday aflcrnoun, 

I'rof. Whiddlngdon gave n. very 
clear dcllniatlon of his cxporinicnls on 
this siibject, and flnnlly the conclu- 
sions at which ho arrived. The in'eot- 
ing wiu! excoption.ally well attended, 
many being present to lîear the re- 
nowned professor In his first Cana- 
dian speech. The I'rofessor is famous 
for the minuteness of his oxperlmentf, 
and for the good technique and skill 
in primitive work which charnctcrizcrt 
all his efforts. 

Tho speaker, thought It a very 
."tratige thing that no one has ever 
thought of examining the positive col- 
umn of the ordinary gases In very 
f.iat rotating mirrors. In ordinary cas. 
es the light through the gases ap- 
pears as an ordinary column of light, 
if, ho.wever, a quartz lube is used 
through which a maximum voltugo of 
120 Volts Is iillowed to ,pass, In con- 
junction with very speedily rotating 
mirrors the light emanating from the 
gas win appear as an ordinary column 
of light in the mirrors, with, however, 
a certain lack of uniformity, though 
there is a certain definite formation 
for each gas. If again, thé apparatus 
is treated in a calcium tube, the for- 
mation will be much clearer. 

By means of slides. Professor Whld- 
-dingtonrehowed the assembly tliat the 
light from certain rare gases comes in 
distinct flashes, marked off quite 
strikingly on the revolving mirrors. 
Certain curious effects will bo pro- 
duced on these flashes by pressure,

The program of Iho cclehrations pro- 
mises to show a wide variation In In- 
terests, HO that the graduates of far- 
aw.ay 1871 as well as tho younger folk 
who graduated In more recent years 
are sure to have a very Joyful Re 
Union ill the silo ot their old Alma 
Mater. 

The registration ot graduates start- 
ed yesterday, and a large number ot 
grads registered on the first day. Up- 
ward.s of three hundred and fifty 
names were on the lists in the re- 
gistration office at Strathcona Hall at 
six o'clock yesterday, and a rauch 
greater number can be expected to ap- 
pear today and even after the Re- 
Union has really started. An early 
estimate of the number ot old folks 
who will assemble here during the 
next few ilays Is .around thirteen or 
fourteen hundred, and even a greater 
number have been welcomed by the 
committee nt the time ot the rugby 
game on Saturday. 

Among the three Jiundred and eighty 
one names placed on the lists so far, 
only about forty are women graduates, 
among whom is Miss Hurlbatt, ot the 
R,V.C., aii' honorary,' graduate.' One 
lady who is attending the Ite- Union 
is known to have^ graduated In IS76, 
while several graduated In the eigh- 
ties. The oldest living graduate who 
Is registered ns yet is Dr. Blackader, 
who graduated in 1871. and: wh'o'--nôw. 
lives in Montreal. Some grads ~ have 
come a long distance to attend. Among 
those present is .Mr. Reld, who since 
he graduated In Pharmacy In 1906 has 
made St. Johns, in the British West 
Indies his .home. Another gentleman, 
Mr. Copland, has made his residence 
In the province of Honan, in China 
since graduation. A graduate of 1923 
lives In Western Bay, Newfoundland 
another one, a grad. of 1SS3 lives In 
Atlantic Beach, Florida, but both have 
nevertheless found time to revisit the 
old haunts of their youth In Sfontreal. 

Special facilities and rights have 
been given the graduates, in order 
that, they may fully enjoy their stay 
in Montreal. For those who love out- 
door sports, special rights have been 
given by several city golf courses, 
while all will probably see the track 
meet on Friday afternoon and the 
Toronlo-McOlll Rugby game on Sat 
urdny.

Still there are those wlio strongly object to the idea. They

This is to some extent to be considered. But the fact re-

tiring Freshmen and upper classmen in contact with one an- 
other.

OUR DEBT TO OUR ENEMIES. 

Every man or woman who is worth his salt lias enemies. 
One cannot succeed in any occupation without leaving somebody 
behind who will be jealous of his success. No m.m of high prin- 
ciples can go through life without making enemies. Yet instead 
of being- thankful for our enemies and looking upon them as 
tv lriends we hate them and consider them diabolical nuisances 
- One of the most successful public men of the country began by 
■ making an implacable enemy. This enemy was not one of those 
halfrhearted, wishy-washy kinds who content themselves with 
vain Î cursing, but a real double-dyed, black-hearted enemy, the 
Idnd of an enemy that Mark Twain called ' "permaheiit and ^- re- 
liable." He never slept. He was on the job all the time. He 
had a diabolical ingenuity which he employed in devising ways 
and rheans of keeping the public man out of office and of blight 
ing his political career. Sometimes he succeeded, oftener he did 
• not. The very fact of his enmity kept the other .man kei'ed up 
to the highest pitch. " ~^ 

He knew that a single mistake of judgment would bring 
his enemy down upon him. He knew that his enemy had strewn 
^'ïhe^way with pitfalls and that he must walk in the light or fall 
V intpi them. He avoided the very appearance of evil lest he be 
puttan: a false position. And he himself confesses today that he 
owes his present eminence to the keenness and alertness of his 
implacable enemy. 

We never succeed Without battles, and battles are always 
||between enemies. The battle develops ability and initiative, and 
Bfter' a -few -of them you make much better progress. If you 
have too easy a time you become over-confident and slothful, 
and when the real test comes you are not prepared for it. You 
fejjnust pit your strength and ingenuity against the cunning and 
craft of other men. If they are strong and energetic it will take 
^11 the mental alei-tness you have to defeat them. But whether 
you win or lose every battle sharpens your wits so much and 
leaves you that much better prepared for the next contest. 

■ ; Do ,not malte enemies unnecessarliy, but don't be afraid of 
those you do make. The more implacable and able your enemy 
is the better for you. Unless a man has several enemies, and 
able ones, too, he enters the game under a se'rious handicap.

X . 'It is an absurd state of affairs when nothing short of an 
(. ',J^ct of Parliament will curtail this tipping business. An inter- 
. jesting experiment is now being made in the United States, where 
a ''tipping schedule" has been posted for government , employes, 
wherein they are alloWed only a certain amount for such pur- 
poses, 

: Taxi drivers, waiters, bell-boys, and the like çow regard the 
. ,tip , as their natural right. It is a qur>î#r notion at best. And ad 
, - yantage is taken by employers, who regulate wages to allow for 
k ;a .certain amount of tipping. No, we are not Scotch, but if any 
I -pn^lcan justify this habit, we would be glad to fall into line, 
t Î 'r^^ largely to blame regarding the tip. As far as 
i^^tSijffi s:^n Aearn, this system is far from popular with undergradu 
£-ates at McGill. Does it not seem more than silly to growl about 
this tipping custom and yet go on tipping? 



Boston. Mass., Oct. 4. — (By Ex 
change Service). — "l believe young 
people today arc eenerally unhappy," 
said Mrs. Lucy Jenkins Trankiln, 
dean of women at Boston Univer- 
sity, speaking before the ninth 
annual conference of normal school 
Instructor.s at Framlngham Normal 
School recently. "They seem to be 
pleasure bent, they seem to be so- 
cially and sometimes morally plung- 
ing, when In reality they are trying 
to rid themselves of being bored.'" 

"If there is n term that character- 
izes the state of education today. It 
Is the word 'bewilderment'", she as- 
serted. "We are hopeful and happy 
to accept the challenge of Browning's 
'Glory of the Imperfect."' 

"We aro told by aclentLsts and 
phllofophnrs that fîurlnf; the past ten 
years "he world has made progress, 
perhaps we should say a change, 
equal to a normal growth of one 
hundred years. Many of the older 
gnnr-r.atlon nrp. attempting to solve 
posl-w.-ii- problems with pro-war 
(!>l"ipmf;iit. Why iiMernpt to adhere 
to pre-war stniidurds and not pre- 
judices? 

"When I hear ,a person say that 
youth today cares only for pleasure 
and thrills, 1 challenge the statement. 
They are horod w"h thenxselves be- 
cause they do not understand thom- 
selv'cs and are soeking release. They 
ure groping for something real, true 
tangible and cbiillenging in life. .TilSt 
now tlioy ure muddling through. The 
iiiioHtion Is: Who is capable of help 
Ing them? 

"Could wo not well begin -to put a 
Utile less emphasis upon the slogan, 
'I^earn by Doing,* and a. little more 
upon 'J..eurn by 'J'hlnk'ng'? 

"If wo could loach our youth to 
Kludy themsolvcH os olhluil beings, 
UH contributors to the iithlcal wof'.d, 
and with selves that deserve Vut 
highest type of expression, I ifirmly 
believe wo would be helping Ihom at 
tbo point where they need und want 
und will bo lliujikful for bolp.. Who 
arc the ones to give youth the real 
holp they need 

"It is the young-old father and 
mother wlio educate and ro-i)durà.te 
themselves In order to undorstahd 
llioir children, who keep the confid 
once of their chfldrcn at whulovor 
cost to their projudicos. 

"It is this group, that 1 like to call 
'The Rising Older Gcnoralion,' with 
tliclr vision of the 'Glory of the Im 
porfoct' and their toll in thu cunli 
nully of contact with youth, vvhlcl 
will loud us su/uly through (lie years 
Jusl ahead."

Dear Sir: May we ute your columns 
to bring à matter, which we regard 
as Important, to the attention of stu- 
dents In the first two years of the 
Double Courno B.Sc. M.D.? Looking 
in retrospect at the first four years 
of this course which we have Just 
completed, we would make severftl 
observations which may be of Interest 
to those a few years behind us. 

Wc tiavo found ourselves many 
times to be handicapped by the fact 
that we had not studied Calculus. A 
knowledge of (Calculus, even If only 
elementary, -would have been of In- 
GStimablc v.alue in the study of Phy- 
sical ChemlfltrS'. Indeed, wo doubt the 
value of undertaking an advanced 
course in that subject, as is. request- 
ed in the Fourth Year, without such 
preparation. 

The same .applies to the course 
given by the Physics Department in 
Electricity and Magnetism which Is 
prescribed for the Third Year. 

Since, too, the present tendency In 
experimental biology Is to Investi- 
gate processes upon physlco-choml- 
cal basis, usln^ quantitlvo methods, 
be believe that wj are jutlfled In ad- 
vlslting any who Intend to do serious 
study In this field, to obtoln a broal- 
er and more thorough grounding in 
Mathematics than is at present re- 
quired by the curriculum for tho 
Double Course.

COACHES SEE END 
OF FOHD PASS 

Claims New Regulation 
Sounds Death Knell of Play 



Jaraes "1. Folej', writing In the 
Marquette Tribuns has some Interest- 
ing things to sny about the new rule 
.n.ffoctlng tho American forward pass. 
OC particular Interest ia statement 
that some coaches In the cast see In 
the now five-yard penalty rule ..the 
beginning of the death knell for the 
play. Foley says: 

■It will be Interesting this year to 
follow the various systems which will 
be in vogue among the coaches due 
to the revision of the forward pass 
rule which Imposes a five-yard pen- 
altj^^b^jNieh^vcaac where a. team 
make8im6r™,than one incomplete for- 
ward pass during' the same series of 
tour downs. 

"Opinion is divided throughout the 
countr.v on the outcome. Teams, 
principally In the East, which have 
not taken the forward pass into ser- 
ious consideration, arc more or less 
elated over the legislation against the 
pass. They have been fighting the 
progress which has entered the game 
since the growing use of the pass. 
Coaches who have used the pass as a 
formidable weapon for and against 
the new ruling. Some of those who 
favor the new rule state that the for- 
ward pass has only meant that it was 
to be used as a-threat and-4t-wIlPstHÏ 
be in as great use this year as In 
others. The opponents of the rule see 
the beginnine of the end for the pass 
with the present rule. And when the 
rules committee meets after the foot- 
ball season there will be considerable 
"lobbying" by both sldes."^':' " ^— 

Walter Eckersall of the Chicago 
Tribune, sees 'as an effect of the new 
ruling the further development of the 
running attack. It is safe to surmise 
thaf a team which does net liave ac 
curate passers and receivers is not 
going to- take a chance on a penalty 
unless they are in . desperate straits 
and ready to throw wild at the end of 
a game with the hope of one of them 
bringing the needed yardage."
